The  a\aiial)ilitv,  then,  of  a  contimious  route  on  IJrltish  soil  heiii;;  established,  the 
<piestion  arises  as  to  its  suitahilitv  for  settlement.  On  this  point  there  exists  aliiindant 
favourahle  evidence.  Speaking;  "Generally  of  the  country  from  Lake  Superior  to  Hed 
liiver.  Sir  Alexander  M"Ken/.ie  says:  ••  There  is  not  jierhaiis  a  liner  country  in  the  world 
for  uncivilizeii  man.  "  *  *  It  ahounds  in  evcrytliiiifi  necessary  to  the  wants  and 
comforts  of  such  a  people  ;  fish,  venison,  and  low  I,  with  w  ild  rice,  are  in  f^ri'iit  plenty."  And 
more  p:nticularl\  specifyiiiLT  the  central  part  of  the  same  tract  of  country,  Sir  (ieor^'c  Simp- 
son, in  his  iiiterestiiij;  work,  "  A  .lonrney  round  the  World."  says  that  the  country  lictween 
Lake  of  the  Woods  and  lialny  Lake  is  most  favonrahle  to  a^rieidtnre,  resemliliM>;  in  some 
measure  the  hanks  of  the  Thames  near  liichinond  ;  and.  descrihiiiij  the  water-communica- 
tion from  l-drt  Francis  downwards,  he  asks.  ''  is  it  too  iiiucli  for  tlii^  eye  of  philanthropy 
to  discern,  thronuh  the  vista  of  futurity,  this  nohle  stream,  connecting;  as  it  does  the 
fertile  shores  ol'two  spacious  lakes,  with  crowdeil  steamhoats  on  its  liosom,  and  po|iiil(>ud 
towns  on  its  hanks.  ' 

Coridhorati\  e  of  this  testimonv  is  that  of  Sir  Alexander  M"  Kcn/ie,  who,  speakinj;  of  the 
same  stream,  savs,  "  This  is  iiiie  ot'  the  tiiiesl  rivers  in  the  North-wi'st.  *  *  •  Its  hanks 
are  covered  with  a  rich  soil,  particularly  to  the  north,  w  liii  h  in  many  parts  isclollied  with 
line  open  proves  of  oak.  with  the  maple,  the  pine,  and  the  cedar."  ( )!'  the  country  waterecj 
by  the  Keil  J\i\er  and  Lake  \\  iiinipi'i;,Mr. ,lolin  M'l/cansax  s:  ••  i'ted  Kiver  rises  in  swamps 
and  small  lakes  in  the  distant  jilains  of  the  south,  and,  afti'r  ri'ccivine;  a  iiumher  of  trihutary 
streams  that  ser\e  to  fertilize  and  lieaiitily  as  line  a  tract  of  land  as  the  world  ]iossesses, 
dischaiijes  itsidfinto  the  eastern  extremity  of  Lake  Winnipeir,  in  latitude.')!)".  The  idimate 
is  much  the  same  as  in  the  midland  districts  of  Canada  ;  the  river  is  ifeiierally  frozen  across 
about  the  hcflinnin^  of  .Novcmher,  ami  open  about  the  he;;inniii^  of  .April.  The  soil  along 
the  banks  ol'  the  river  is  of  the  riidiesl  \cf;etable  mould,  and  of  so  ij;rcat  a  depth  that  crojis 
of  wheat  are  produced  for  several  years  without  the  :ipplication  of  iii:iniire.  The  hanks 
produce  oak,  elm.  niaiile,  and  :isli.  The  woods  extend  rather  more  than  a  mile  inland. 
The  farms  of  the  settlers  are  now  nearly  idear  of  wood  ;  an  ojien  plain  succeeds,  of  from 
fmir  to  si.x  miles  in  breadth,  allordinj;  excellent  ]iastiire.  A\'oods  and  plains  alternate 
afterward.-,  until  you  reach  the  hoiindh  ss  prairie."  In  aiioilur  place  the  same  writer  says  : 
"  Thus  it  hajipens  that  the  Kcil  lliver  farmer  liiids  a  sure  market  for  six  or  ei^lit  lui.-hels 
of  whe;it  and  no  more.  Wheri'  he  liiids  a  market  for  the  remainder  (•!'  his  jiroduce, 
Heaven  only  knows!  1  do  know  this  much,  however,  tli;it  the  incomparable  advantaL'es 
this  country  pos.-esses  are  not  only  in  a  j;rcat  measure  lost  to  the  iiihabil.ints,  hut  ;ilso  to 
the  World,  so  lonj;  us  it  remaiiis  under  the  dominion  of  its  fur-tradinj:  rulers. 

"  In  the  possession  of  and  subject  to  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  Crown,  Assini- 
hoine  wouhl  become  a  ^reat  and  llourishiiij;  colony,  tlie  centre  of  civilization  and  Christi- 
anity to  the  snrroundiiif;  tribes,  who  woiilil  be  converted  from  hostile  barbarians  into  ;i 
ci\ilized  and  loyal  people  :  and  thus  (Ireat  Britain  would  extend  and  e~iablisli  lur  dominion 
in  a  portion  of  her  eni|iire  that  may  he  said  to  have  been  hitherto  unkiioHii  to  her,  whilst 
she  Would  open  u])  a  new  Held  for  the  enterprise  and  industry  of  her  son-." 

On  this  lii>ad  there  is  much  additional  iestimony  ;  but  twn  I'urther  c(Uolatioiis  nuiy 
sutiiee.  One  is  an  wxtiaet  from  an  article  published  in  May  istid,  in  toe  lU'Wspaper 
fstiiljlishcil  in  the  Cidoiiy  hy  a  licntlciiian  from  Canada,  wIiom'  statenienls  are  entitled  to 
the  l'nlle,-t  creilit  :  "  (Jne  farnier  says,  that  last  year  he  put  down  ei;;lit  hiisluds  of  wheat  on 
four  acres  ol'  land,  and  ent  a  return  of  l.'i.'i  bushels:  Oiis  was  Iflto  Land  abotit  3S 
to  the  aire  ;  another  says  he  jmt  do\Mi  l.'i  bushels  on  IH  acres,  and  obtained  "■l.'i  bushels  :

As  In  the  .Sa-katehiwan  connlry,  the  richness  nf  its  soil  and  its  adaptahility  for  settle- 
nieiit  are  so  well  known  and  undt  r.rlniKl,  that  it  id  unncce.ssary  to  dwell  on  tluni  at  so 
fiTcat  leiijiih. 

This  country  is  the  favonrile  resort  of  vast  liertls  of  hufTalo,  an  nnerriiiij  indication 
<if  the  miltlness  nf  the  climate  and  the  fertility  nf  the  Miil.  Captain  Palliser  speaks  nf  it 
ii>  a  ]iarlially-wnntled  cniintiy,  aliniindini;  in  lakes  anil  rich  natural  pasturaue,  in  snme  parld 
rivallini;  the  linc.-t  park-scenery  in  ICiieland. 

The  Imlk  nf  the  valnalile  trade  nf  the  Ucd  ]!i\tr  country  is  at  present  iiiaile  trilmtary 
to  the  Wc.-Iern  States.  I'eni'tratiiiif  throii^rh  llieir  own  unsettled  territory  a  dislancc  nf 
Bnme  hnndrctls  of  miles,  the  people  of  jMiiincsnta  have  sparetl  no  e.xertion  or  exjiense  to 
secure  the  \:\v<^c.  and  proliialde  eoinineree  of  the  Uetl  River  country  beyond. 

And  if  mere  tiadiiiLT  interests 
are  considereil  as  a  sntfieient  compensation  by  the  Miiines  itians  for  oiicniiit;'  np  eoinmiini- 
cation  to  the  Ketl  River  ,'to  them  a  ft)reii.;n  country),  Imw  much  more  oiielit  the  same  eon- 
sitleratiniis,  when  snperatldctl  tn  the  many  nthiT.--  nf  enual  it  nnt  of  yet  hielicr  im|iortiinee, 
which  apply  in  the  case  of  Canada  to  cause  surprise  in  rcffard  to  our  iiitleeisinii  anti 
Hupiiieness  in  imt  Iniij^  befnri!  stretching  forth  nur  comniunications,  so  as  In  embraey  a 
country  presentiiii;  ni  many  iuvitiii}^  features  of  Interest  .' 

The  trade  passin^j  between  the  Red  River  Si'ttlement  anil  the  United  States,  even  In  the 
jire^eiit  cninjiliiin  nf  the  .N'nrlh-west,  was  staled  by  the  Ivirl  of  Caniarvmi,  in  his  place  in 
the  llnii-e  of  jjords,  to  amount  to  no  less  than  l,.'!!!!!,!)!!!!  dnilars  tliuiiin' the  suiiimer  of" 
iK.'il):  addctl  tn  this,  trallic  to  the  amount  of  at  least  50(1,(11)1)  dollars  liiitis  its  way  thrniiu;h 
the  channels  nf  the  Hudtin's  Ray.  Thus  there  is  a  cnmnieree  of  about  2,(K)I),0IH)  dollars 
aniinally  maintained  with  the  North-west,  the  jjreater  portion  of  which,  even  siijip  -'".it 
nio.-t  of  th>;  country  to  cniitiuue  under  the  control  of  tlu^  lIiuNon's  Ray  Company,  would 
pas-  over  the  prnpnsod  new  route,  attiaetctl  thither  by  the  three  eoinliined  rei|iiisites — 
cheapness  of  earria<;e,  slun-tness  nf  the  road,  and  sjiced. 

Such  beine;  the  trade  of  the  ei.,.'itry  whilst  as  yet  but  sliehtly  improved  I'rnm  its  natural 
state,  who  shall  estimate  its  value  when  brnii^ilit  under  the  inlliieiiccs  of  .idv.incinir  civili- 
/afiin,  and  made  to  ailministcr  to  the  wants  of  the  millinns  we  arc  assiiretl  nf  its  capability 
of  •iistainini;  in  cnnifort  ami  afUuence  .' 

The  undcrsi^'iieil  respcelfnily  subiuils  that  such  a  teriltnry  ou.rl  t  not  to  be  ]iermitted 
inii^^rer  to  remain  uiiilcr  the  sole  cnntrni  nf  the  mere  haiidt'iil  nf  traders,  linwever  imwerful 
and  inllueiitial,  wlin  have  hilhcrln  mnnnpnli.scj  it.s  rich  resniirces,  ami  for  so  many  years 
barred  out  all  other.-.  I'min  a  part!ci]iatinii  in  its  atlwiiilae'cs. 

Sooner  or  later  their  Imlil  upnii  tlmse  portions  nl'  il  specially  siiilable  tn  airrienlline 
inu>t  be  rehixed  ;  and  a  moveiiicnt  baviiie  for  its  obj.ft  an  enti  .-o  desirable  i.~  desei  viii;^ 
of  ]iroiiipt  and  liberal  eneourajicmeiil.      In  our  |)ioccedin;,'s  hitlieilo  we  have  l.ta'ii  I'.ii  m.i 
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trtiilv.  Ouv  ttippsiroit  in<li'''v.i'.iicp  and  uni'oncprn  liavo  liocii  taken  advaiitajje  of  by  tlie 
Ilii(ls(in".-i  Hav  CiimiaDV  t'  aiisi'rt,  with  i'i)iitiiiiiim>ly  iucrcasinj:  |)rct('iisi(iii.  tlicir  claimi^ 
to  tlu' t'litii'i'  triritiirv  ;  aiiti,  lo-ilay  it  may  lie  wiid  with  truth  tiiat  tliey  IVi'l  tluniisi-lves 
gtromn'r  than  ever  hclorc  in  their  ciainH  to  keep,  if  they  choose,  for  ail  time  to  come 
unsettled  a  \a.-t  rei''.>in  in  eve'v  way  .-nited  to  human  liahitatioii. 

\\'ilhnut  anv  sufjiresiion  at  ]ire.-eiit  a--  to  lei^al  title,  it  is  lutlieieut  that  \\c  are  invited 
l)V  hi.-  (iraee  the  Hnke  of  Newi'aslli"  to  join  in  a<lo|itinj;  means  to  eU'eet  the  eonuuunieation 
nil  lliis  ^iiir  to  the  sunnuit  of  liie  I'ass  of  the  Roi'ky  Mountains;  and  that  while,  in  his 
l)i-patih  of  the  .'id  .June  la.-t.  he  promised  the  eo-o|ieration  of  the  lm|>erial  (iovernment, 
he  aflei\vard~  inlimated  to  the  House  of  Lords,  n]i  the  llh  .Inly  last,  his  hope  "  that  when 
Parliament  met  next  vear  he  shmdd  he  alile  to  inform  their  Lordships  thai  some  pro<^rega 
had  heen  niad4'  towards  the  e>tidiiisimunl  of  postal  coinuHinieatioii  tielwcei;  Canada  on 
the  one  side  and  New  \Ve>tmiiist(r  on  the  other."

To  this  i  nd  sulisidies  were  from  time  to  time,  at  their  reipiest,  readily  i;raiited  l)y 
Parlianu  nt  ;  hut  for  sonu'  cause  or  other  \vhetli(  r  arisinjx  from  ditlicultics  occasioned  hy 
rival  claimants  for  the  ]ierl'orman<'e  ot'  the  s<T\ice,  or  want  of  jndiriuent  in  the  parties 
inuncdi.ilclv  ooMi'crned  in  the  application  of  the  t'unds.  or  ollicrwi>e.  it  is  not  for  the  undcr- 
siifued  here  to  express  an  opinion— the  means  j;rantid  iiy  the  lilicralily  of  the  Lej;i.-lature 
fur  a  'fiioil  an>l  useful  purpose  were  wor.-e  thiin  wastecl,  alil.onj:li  duriui;  the  first  year, 
lictore  Jiartl-au  ri\alrv  had  liceii  introduced,  and  when  real  ellorls  wei'c  directed  to  the 
sulution  of  ihe  (|Ue?ti(in.  as  to  the  cununercial  ail\auta:jes  and  the  fcasihility  ot' the  project, 
success  lievond  tlu'  expectation  of  the  jiariics  e'ij;aj;ed  was  the  actual  n-ult. 

As  to  the  ditHcultics  .-u^'iresteil  ly  the  lludsou"s  Hay  Company  throunh  ihcir  oflicers, 
(io\ernors  ISerens  and  Dallas,  in  the  eorresjiondenec  herein  relerrcd  to,  those  giiillemen, 
in  trulli.  sulistanlially,  thouLrh  evideotly  unwittingly,  vindicate  most  strongly  the  views 
c(jntended  for  liy  the  advocates  of  improvement  and  eohmi/.ation. 

'Ihe  lirst  aiul  s<'eoiid  df  the  olijcctii'us  of  (iovcrnor  Iierens,  :is  to  (he  praelicahility  of  the 
route  hetwcen  Lake  Supcriiu'  and  Kcd  ]{ivir.  and  the  deductions  to  lie  drawn  tVom  the 
failure  ol' the  nrojcc'.s  hitherto  encouraged  hy  the  C:inailian  (iovernment,  are  .-utllcicutlv 
met  liv  what  has  gone  hcfiire.

"  With  regard  to  tli-  latter  part  of  your  Icltcr,  tlio  Hudson's  Hay  Compiiny 
are  pn  pared  to  take;  steps  at  once  for  the  ereoti m  of  tlii!  teleorapii  fr.iiii  Pembina 
or  Rainy  Lake  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  the  Pacific  at  New  Westminster.  Wlietlier 
they  would  conncet  this  line  with  ihe  Caindiaii  line  over  Britisli  territory  would 
depend  upon  the  read"'iess  of  the  Canadian  ( iov<;rmiient  to  eomplete  their  own 
telegraph  up  to  Rainy  Lake,  and  fulfil  conditions  similar  to  those  which  were 
originally  discussed  with  the  Duke  of  Newcastle.
